1 is a Glory RN to the Chriſtian Relig- 
on, that it is capable of yielding Foy and 
"3 riumps to the Mind, amidſt Calamities, in 

which the Strength of Nature, and of a Philoſo- 
phy that has no, higher a Support, can hardly 
give it Serenity, or even Patience. Thoſe boaſted 
Aids are but like a Candle in ſome tempeſtuous 
Night, which how artificially ſoever it may be 
fenced in, is often extinguiſhed amidſt the Storm, 
in which it ſhould guide and chear the Traveller, 
or the Mariner; whom it leaves in a ſudden, 
in Darkneſs, Horror, and Fear: While the Tong 
ſolation of the Goſpel, like the Sun, makes a 
ſure Day even when. behind the thickeſt Cloud, 
and ſoon emerges from it with an Acceſſion of 
more ſenſible Luſtre. 

The Obſervation is verified in theſe Words, 
conſidered in Connection with that awful Pro- 
vidence, which has this Day. determined my 
Thoughts to fix upon them, as the Subject of 
my Diſcourſes; ; the Fall of that trul 

good Man, Col oN EI GARDINER: The 
endearing Tenderneſs of whoſe Friendſhip would

mon Standard ; as on the other Hand, the ex- 
alted Excellency of his Character makes his Death 
to be lamented by Thouſands, who were not 
happy in any peculiar Intimacy or perſonal Ac- 
quaintance with him. 

While we 'mourn' the -brave -Warrior, the ex- 
emplary Chriſtian, and the affectionate Friend ; 
loſt to ourſelves and our Country, to the Church 
and the World, at a Time when we moſt needed 
all the Defence of his Bravery, all the Edification 
of his Example, all the Comfort of his Con- 
verſe : Struck with the various and aggravated 
Sorrow of ſo ſudden, and ſo terrible a Blow, me- 
thinks there is but one Voice that can chear us, 
which is this of the great Captain of our Salvati- 
on, ſo lately addreſſing him, and ſtill addreſſing 
us, in theſe comprehenſive and animated Words; 

Be thou faithful unto Death, and I will give thee 
a Crown of Life. 5 

With Regard to the Connection of them, it 
may be ſufficient to obſerve, That our Lord, in 
all theſe Seven Epiſtles to the Afratick Churches, 
repreſents the Chriſtian Lite as a Warfare, and 
the Bleſſings of the future State as Rewards to be 
beſtowed on Conquerors. To him that overcom- 
eth, will I give ſuch and ſuch Royal Donatives. 

Purſuing the ſame Allegery, he warns the Church 
of Smyrna of an approaching Combat, which 
ſhould be attended with ſome ſevere Circumſtan- 


the Devil ſhall caſt ſome of you into Priſon: And 
tho? the Power of the Enemy was to be limited, 
in its Extent as well as its Duration, to the Tri- 
bulation of Ten Days, it ſcems to be implied, that 
while many were haraſſed and diſtreſſed during 
that Time, ſome of them ſhould before the * ;

of it be called to reſt unto Blood. But their. 
great Leader furniſhes them with ſuitable Ar- 
mour, and proportionable Courage, by this gra- 
cious Aſſurance, which it is our preſent Buſineſs 
tarther to contemplate : Be thou faithful unto - 
Death, and I will give thee a Crown of Life. 

In which Words you naturally obſerve 2 
Charge, and @ Promiſe by which it is infor- 
ced. ---- I ſhall briefly illuſtrate each, and then 
conclude with ſome Reflections upon the Whole. 


Fi Rs, I am to open the Charge here given': 
Be thou faithful unto Death. 


Concerning, which I would obſerve, that tho' 
it is immediately addreſſed ro the Church at 
Smyrna, yet the Nature of the Thing and num 
berleſs Paſſages of the Divine Word \ concur. to 
prove, that it is common in its Obligation, to 
all Chriſtians, and indeed to all Men. 
I ſhall not be large in explaining the Nature 
of Faithfulneſs in general; concerning which 1 
might ſhew you, that the Word here rendered 
faithful, has ſometimes a Relation to the 7 imo- 
ny which Gop has given us, and ſometimes to 
ſome Truſt that he 2 repoſed in us. In the 
former Senſe, it is properly rendered believing, 
and oppoſed to Infaelity : Be not faithleſs, but 
believing (a). In the latter, it is oppoſed to In- 
Juſtice: He that is faithful in that which is leaſt, 
is faithful alſo in much; whereas he that 1s r 
Juſt in the leaſt, is unjuſt alſo in much (b). 
it is in Reference to this Senſe of it, OY nd 
Lord repreſents himſelf, as ſaying. to the Man, 
who had improved his Talents aright, Well done, 
* and fanifu Servant (e) I. Our deceaſed

Friend was ſo remarkably faithful in both theſe 
Senſes ; ſo ready to ws Fg and ſo zealous to 
defend the Faith once delivered to the Saints; and 
ſo active in improving thoſe various Talents, with 
which, in Mercy to many others as well as to 


himſelf, Gop had intruſted him ; that it . was 


very natural to touch upon theſe Significations 
of the Word, tho' it has here a more particular 
View to another Virtue, for which he was ſo 
illuſtriouſly conſpicuous, I mean, the couragious 
Fidelity of a Soldier in his Warfare. 

In this Senſe of the Word, it is oppoſed to 
Treachery or Cowardice, Deſertion or 550 obedi- 
ence to military Orders. And thus it is uſed 
elſewhere in this ſame Book of the Revelation, 
when ſpeaking of thoſe Who war under the Ban- 
ner of the Lamb, the King of Kings, and Lord 
of Lords, the inſp ired Writer tells us, they are 
called, and Soft. and faithful (d), a ſelett Bo- 
dy of brave and valiant Soldiers. 

This Hint will always fix the eaſieſt and PE | 
eft Senſe in which the Perſons, to whom the Text 
is addreſſed, are required to be faithful unto Death : 
Which, tho? it does not indeed in general imply 
@ patient Continuance in Well-doing (e), in whate - 
ver Scenes of Life Divine Providence may place 
us; yet does eſpecially refer to martial Bravery, 


and expreſs a Readineſs to face Death in its moſt 


terrible F orms, when our great General ſhall lead 
us on to it. You well know this to be an indiſ- 
penſable Condition of our being acknowledged by 
him in the Day of his final Triumph: And of this 
te warned thoſe that gathered around him, when 
e was firſt raiſing his Army, under the greateſt 
Diladvantages in outward Appearance _—_— |

and plainly telling them, that muſt be con 
tent to follow — L RT; follow him 10 
Crucifixion, when they receive the Word of Com- 
mand to do it; or that all their Profeſſion of Re-

This therefore is in Effect the Language of our 
Lord, when he ſays, Be thou faithful unto Death : 
It is as if he had ſaid. Remember all. you of 
*© Smyrna, or of any other Place and Country, 
e that. call yourſelves Chriſtians, throughout all 
Generations, that you were by Baptiſm inliſted 
% under my Banners: Remember, that you have 
“as it were ſealed, and ſubſcribed your Engage- 
ment to me, by every Sacrament you have ſince 
attended; (as indeed it is well known, the 
Word Sacrament originally ſignifies .@. military 
Oath, which Soldiers take as a Pledge of Fi f 
> their General: )* Remember therefore, that 
you are ever to continue with me, and to 
march forward under my Direction, whatever 
* Hardſhips and Fatigues may lie in the Way. 
* And remember, that if lead you on to the moſt: 
formidable Combat, you muſt chearfully obey 
* the Word of Command, and charge boldly, 
2 tho you ſhould immediately die, hether by 
the — or by Fire.

There is, no Doubt, an Alluſion in theſe 
Words, to the antient, and I think very prudent, 
Cuſtom of animating the Bravery of Soldiers by 
honorary Rewards, and particularly by Crowns ; 
ſometimes of Laurel, and ſometimes, in ſome ex- 
traordinary Inſtances, of Silver or Gold; which 
they were permitted to wear on Publick Occaſi- 
ons, and in Conſequence of receiving which they 
were ſometimes intitled to ſome peculiar Immu- 
nities. But here our Lord JESUS CHRIST, con- 
ſcious of his own Divine Power and Prerogative, 
ſpeaks with a Dignity and Elevation, which no

as the Monument of Bravery and Victory, but 
as the Enſign of Royalty too: A Crown: con- 
nected with a Kingdom, and with what no other 
Kingdom can give, - perpetual Life to enjoy it; 
perpetual Youth and Vigour to reliſh all its De- 
lights. And this is agreeable to the Language 
of other Scriptures, where we read of the Crown 
of Life, which the Lord hath promiſed to them 
thgt love him (i); a Crown of Righteouſneſs, 
which the Lord the rightecus Fudge ſhall give 
(k); a Crown of Glory, which fadeth not away 
(1). We may alſo obſerve, 


2. That it is ſaid to be given by CHRIST. 


This ſome pious Commentators have explained, 
as intimating, that it is the Gift of the Redeemer”s 
free and unmerited Grace, and not a Retribution 
due to the Merit of him that receiveth it. And 
this is an undoubted Truth, which it is of the 
higheſt Importance to acknowledge and conſider. 
The proper Mages of Sin is Death ; but Eternal 
Life: is (in Oppoſition. to Wages) the Gift of 
GOD through Feſus Chriſt our Lord (m). We 
ſhould humbly own it every Day, that there is 
no Proportion between the Value of our Services, 
and the Crown. which we expect to receive: 
Should own, that it is Mercy that pardons our 
Sins, and Grace that accepts our Services; much 
more that crowns them. Grace, Grace, ſnall (as 
it were) be engraven upon that Crown, in Cha- 
racters large and indelible: Nor will that In- 
ſcription diminiſh its Luſtre, or impair the ms

ſure with which we ſhall receive it. 1 could not 
forbear mentioning this Thought, as a Truth of 
the utmoſt | 
firmeſt Baſis of very many expreſs Scriptures; 
a Truth, of which perhaps no Man living had

ever a deeper Senſe than our deceaſed Friend. 


But I mention it thus obliquely, becauſe it may 
be doubted whether we can juſtly argue it from 
Hence ; ſinoe the Word give is ſometimes uſed 
for rendering a Retribution. juſtly due, and that 
in Inſtances where Grace and Favour have, in 
Propriety of Speech, no Concern at all (u). 
But it is certain, that this Expreſſion, I will 
give thee a Crown of Life, is intended to lead our 
Thoughts to this important Circumſtance ; that 
this Crown is to be receiv'd fromthe Hand of CuzIsT 
himſelf. And the Apoſtle Paul evidently refers 
to the ſame Circumſtance, in Terms which ſhew 
how much he entered into the Spirit of the 
Thought, when he ſays, The Lord the A 
Judge 64 give it me (0): He bimſelf, the 
great Fudge of the Conteſt, whoſe: Eye witneſſes

Too great, too great, might the Favour ſeem, 
s if I, who have ſo often lifted up my Rebellious 

Hand againſt thy Throne, might be allowed 
& to lay down this guilty Head in the Duſt, and 
“ loſe the Memory of my Treaſons, and the 
< Senſe of my Puniſhment together, in everlaſting 
Forgetfulneſs. And is ſuch a Crown prepared, 
<« and wilt thou, my injured Sovereign, who 
« mighteſt ſo juſtly arm thyſelf with Vengeance 
againſt me, beſtow this Crown with thine own- 
« Hand; with all theſe other Circumſtances of

© Dearly as it was purchaſed by our Bleſſed Re- 
 deemer, it is moſt ſreely offered to us, to the 

Youngeſt, to the Meaneſt, to the moſt Unwor- 
thy. It is not prepared, merely for thoſe that 
have worn an Earthly Diadem or Coronet: (Would 
to Gop, it were not deſpiſed by moſt of them, 
as a Thing leſs worthy of their Thoughts, than 
the moſt trifling Amuſement, by which they 
unbend their Minds from the weighty Cares at- 

tending their Station !) But it is prepared for —

and for you; even for every one, who thinks it 
worth purſuing, and accepting, upon the Terms 
of the Goſpel Covenant; for every one, who be- 
lieving in CRISs T, and loving Him, is humbly 
determined through his Grace to be faithſul un- 
to Death.----And ſhall this glorious Propofal be 
made to you in vain ? Were it an Earthly Crown 
that could lawfully be obtained, are there not 
many of us, notwithſtanding all its Weight of 
Anxieties, and all the piercing Thorns with 
which we might know it to be lined, that would 
be ready eagerly to ſeize it, and perhaps to con- 
tend and quarrel with each other for it? But here 
is no Foundation for Contention. Here is 4 
Crown for each; and ſuch a Crown, that all the 
Royal Ornaments of all the Princes u Earth, 
when compared with it, are lighter than a Fea- 
ther, and viler than Duſt. And ſhall we negle, 
if Shall we refuſe it, from ſuch a Hand too, as 
that by which it is offered? Shall we ſo judge 
ourſelves umworthy of Eternal Life (a), as there- 
by indeed to make ourſelves worthy of Eternal 
Death? For there is no other Alternative. 
But bleſſed be Gop, it is not univerſally negle&t- 
ed. There are (I doubt not) among you, ma- 
ny who purſue it, many who ſhall afuredly ob- 
tain it. For their Sakes let us reflect, 


(3.) How couragiouſly may the Heads which

Thoſe Trials may be various, and, perhaps 
extream; but if Zorne aright, far from deprivi 
us of this Crown, they will only ſerye to 89 * 
its Luſtre, | It is the Apoſtle Paul's expreſs Af 
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ſertion; and he ſpeaks as tranfported with the 
Thought: For this Cauſe we faint not, but tho" 
the outward Man periſh, yet the inward Man is 
renewed Day by Day: For our light Affliction, 
which is but for a Moment, worketh for us a far 
more exceeding and eternal Weight of Glory; 
while we look not at the Things which are. ſeen, 
but at the Things which are not ſeen; for the 
Things which are ſeen are Temporal, but the 
Things which are not ſeen are Eternal (b.) Sure- 
ly with this Support, we may not only live, but 
triumph, in Poverty, in Reproach, in Weak- 
neſs, in Pain: And with this we may die, not 
only ſerenely, but joyfully. Oh my Friends, 
Where are our Hearts? Where is our Faith? 
Nay, I will add, Where is our Reaſon? Why 
are not our Eyes, our Deſires, and our Hopes, 
more frequently directed upward? Surely one 
Ray from that reſplendent Diadem might be ſuf- 
ficient to confound all the falſe Charms of theſe 
tranſitory Vanities, which indeed owe all their 
Luſtre to the Darkneſs in which they are placed. 
Surely when our Spirits are overwhelmed within 
45, one Glance of it might be ſufficient to ani- 
mate and eleyate them; and might teach us to 
ſay, in the Midſt of Dangers, Sorrows and 
Death. In all theſe Things wwe are more Conque- 
rors, thro" bim that loved us (c). Thus have 
ſome triumphed in the laſt Extremities of Na- 
ture; and both the Subject, and the Occaſion

When we are weeping over the cold, yea the 
bleeding Remains of ſuch, ſurely it is for our- 
ſelves, and- not for them, that the Stream flows. 
The Thought of heir Condition, far from mov- 
ing our Compaſſion, may rather inſpire us with 
Joy, and with Praiſe. Look not on their pale 
Countenance, nor on the wide and deep Wounds, 
through which perhaps the Soul ruſhed out to 
ſeize the great Prize of its Faith and Hope; 
tho? even theſe Wounds appear beautiful, ws 5 
earned by diſtinguiſhed Virtue, by Piety to 
their Country, and their Gop. Look not on 
the Eyes cloſed in Death, or the once honoured 
and beloved Head, now covered with the Duſt 
of the Grave: But view, by an internal believing 
Eye, that different Form which the exalted tri- 
umphant Spirit already wears, the Earneft of a 
yet brighter Glory. Their great Leader, whoſe 


Care of them we are fondly ready to ſuſpect, or 


ſecretly to complain of as deficient in ſuch Cir- 
cumſtances as theſe, points (as it were) to the 
white Robes, and the flouriſhing Palms, which 
He has given them; and calls for our Regard to 
the Crowns of Life which He has ſet on their 
Heads, and to the Songs of Foy and Praiſe to 
which He has formed their exulting Tongues. 
And do we fully and diſhonour their Triumphs 
with our Tears? Do we think ſo meanly of 
Heaven, and of them, as to wiſh them with us 
again; that they might eat and drink at our 
Tables; that they might talk with us in our low 
Language; that they might travel with us from 


Stage to Stage in this Wilderneſs; and take their 


Share with us in thoſe Vanities of Life, of which 
we ourſelves are ſo often weary, that there is 
hardly a Week, or a Day, in which we are not 


lifting 
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lifting up our Eyes, and ſaying with a deep in 
ward G , Oh that we bad Wings like a Dove! 
T hen would we "flee away, and be at Reft (d). 

Surely with Relation to theſe faithful Soldiers 
of Jzsus CurtsT, who have already fallen, it 
is Matter of no ſmall Joy to reflect, that heir 
Warfare is accompliſbed (e ); that they have at 
length paſſed through every Scene in Which their 
Fidelity could be indangered; ſo that now they 
are inviolably ſecure. How much more then 
RE we. rejoice, that they are entered, not on- 

ly into the Reſt, but, into the Foy of their Lord; 
that they conquered, even when they fell, and. are 
now reaping the Fruits, the celeſtial and immor- 
tal Fruits, of that laſt great Victory? 

A Senſe of Honour often taught the Heathens, 
when attending thoſe Friends to > the Funeral Pile 
who had died honourably in their Country's Cauſe, 
to uſe ſome Ceremonies expreſſive. of bein Foy 

for their Glory; tho' that Glory was an empty 
Name, and all the Reward of it a Wreath of Lau- 
rel, Which was ſoon to crackle in the Flame, and 
vaniſh into Smoak, And ſhall not the Joy and 
Glory of the living Spirit affect us, much more 
than they could be affected with the Honours paid 
to the mangled Corpſe ? 

Let us then think with 3 and with 
Joy, on che Pious Dead; and eſpecially on thoſe, 
whom Gop honoured With any — Opportu+ 
nities of approving, their Fidelity, in Life, or 
in Death: And if we mourn, (as who, in ſome 
Circumſtances, can forbear it ?) let it be as, Chriſe 
fians, with that Mixture of high Congratulation, 
with that ere& Countenance, and that undaunted - 
. which n 1 1 5 that ſe by 1 
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their Exaltation and Felicity; and burning with 
a ſtrong and ſacred Eagerneſs to join their trium- 
phant Company, let us be ready to ſhare in th 


moſt painful of their Trials, that we may alſo · 


ſhare in, their Glories. 


And ſurely, if J have ever known a Life, and 
a Death, capable of inſpiring us with theſe Sen- 
timents in their ſublimeſt Elevations, it was the 
Life and the Death of that illuſtrious CHriſtian 
Hero, Colo EL GARDINER; whoſe Cho- 
racker was too well known to many of you, by 
ſome Months Reſidence here, to need your being 
informed of it from me; and whoſe Hiſtory was 
too remarkable, to be confined within thoſe few 
remaining Moments, which muſt be allotted” to 
the finiſhing of this Diſcourſe. Vet there was 
ſomething ſo uncommon in both, that I think it 
of high Importance to the Honour of the Goſpel 
and Grace of CHRIST, that they ſhould be d - 
livered down to Poſterity, in a diſtinct and par- 
ticular View. And therefore, as the Providence 
of Gop, in Concurrence with that moſt intimate 
and familiar Friendſhip with which this Great and 
Good Man was pleaſed to honour me, gives me. 


an Opportunity of ſpeaking of many important - 


Things, eſpecially relating to his Religious Ex- 
periences, with greater Exactneſs and Certainty 


than moſt others might be capable of doing ;. 
and as he gave me his full Permiſſion, in Caſe I; 


ſhould have the Affliction to ſurvive him, to de- 


clare freely whatever I knew of him, which 1 
might apprehend conducive to the Glory of GD, 
and the Advancement of Religion; I purpoſe. 
_ publiſhing, in a diſtinẽt "Tract, Some remarkable 
Paſſages of his Life, * by Extracts 1 
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bis own Letters, which ſpeak in the moſt forcible 
Manner the genuine Sentiments of his Heart. 


But as I promiſe myſelf conſiderable Aſſiſtance 


in this Work from ſome valuable Perſons in the 
Northern Part of our Iſland, and poſſibly from 
ſome of his own Papers, to which our preſent 
Confuſions forbid my Acceſs, I muſt * the 
Execution of this Deſign at leaſt for a few 
Months; and muſt likewiſe take Heed, that I do 
not too much anticipate what I may then, offer to 
the Publick View, by what it might otherwiſe 
be very proper to mention now. 

Let it therefore ſuffice for the preſent to re- 


mind you, that Colom RL GAR DINER. was 
one of the moſt illuſtrious Inſtances of the Ener- 


gy, and indeed I muſt alſo add, of the Sove- 


reignty of Divine Grace, which I have heard or 


read of in Modern Hiſtory. He was in the 
moſt amazing and miraculous Manner, without 
any Divine Ordinance, without any Religious 
Opportunity, or peculiar Advantage, Delive- 
rance, or Affliction, reclaimed on a Sudden, in 
the Vigour of Life and Health, from the moſt 
licentious and abandoned Senſuality, not only to 
a ſteady Courſe of Regularity and Virtue, but 
to high Devotion, and ſtrict, tho* unaffected, 
Sanctity of Manners: A Courſe, (in which he 
perſiſted for more than Twenty ſix Years, that 


is, to the Cloſe of Life,) ſo remarkably eminent 
for Piety towards Gop, diffuſive Humanity and 
Chriſtian Charity, lively Faith, deep Humility, 


ſtrict Temperance, active Diligence in impro 


Time, meek Reſignation to the Will of — 
ſteady Patience in enduring Afflictions, unaffec- 
ted Contempt of ſecular Intereſt, and reſolute 
and couragious Zeal in maintaining Trat an

runes, "OK and (where his Authority 

t take Place,) reſtraining Vice and Wicked 
neſs of every Kind; that I muſt deliberately de- 
clare, that when 1 conſider all theſe Particulars 
together, it is hard for me to ſay where, but in 
the Book of Gop, he found bis Example, or 
where he has left his Equal. Every one of theſe 
Articles, with many n I hope (if God ſpare 
my Life,) to have an Opportunity of illuſtrating, - 
in ſuch a Manner as to ſhew, that he was a living 
Demonſtration of the Energy and Excellency of 
the Chriſtian Religion; nor can I imagine how 1 
can ſerve its Intereſts better, than by recording 
what I have ſeen and known upon this Head, 
2 to be my Edification, as well as m 


"Man Oh, how ſhall I lead back your Thoughts, 
and my own, to what we once enjoyed in him, with- 
out too deep and tender a Senfs of what we have 
loft! To have poured out his Soul in Blood; to have 
fallen by the ſavage and rebellious Hands of his 
own Countrymen, at the Wall of his own Houſe; 
deſerted by. thoſe, who were under the higheſt 
Obligations that can be imagined to have nd. 
ed his Life with their own; and above all, to 
have ſeen with his dying Eyes the Enemies of our 
Religion and Liberties triumphant, and to have 
heard in bis lateſt Moments the horrid Noiſe of 
their inſulting Shouts; is a Scene, in the Viewof 
which we are almoſt tempted to ſay, Where were the 
Shields of Angels ? Where the Eye of Providence? 
Where the Remembrance. of thoſe numberleſs 
Prayers, which had been offered to Gop for the 
Preſervation of ſuch a Man, at ſuch a Time as 
this? Zut let Faith aſſure us, that he was never

Leader, than in theſe dreadful Moments, when if 
Senſe were to judge, he might ſeem moſt ne- 
glected. 

That is of all others he bappiet Death which 
may moſt ſenſibly approve our Fidelity to Gov, 
and our Zeal for his Glory, To ſtand ſingly in 
the Combat with the ficrceſt Enemies, in the beſt 
of Cauſes, when the whole Regiment he com- 
manded fled ; to throw himſelf with fo noble an 
Ardor to defend thoſe. on Foot, whom the whole 


Body which he headed were appointed to ſup- 


pry when he ſaw that the Fall of the neareſt 


mmander expoſed thoſe brave Men to the Ex- 
tremity of Danger; were Circumſtances that evi- 
dently ſhewed, how much he held Honour and 
Duty dearer than Life. He could not but be 


conſciqus of the diſtinguiſhed Profeſſion he had 
made, under a religious Character; he could not 


but be ſenſible, how much our Army, in Cir- 


cumſtances like theſe, needs all that the moſt ge- 
nerous Examples can do, to animate its Officers 
afid its Soldiers: And therefore, altho' when his 
Men would hear no Voice but that of their Fears 
he might have retreated without Infamy, he 
ſeems deliberately and rightly to have judged, 


that it was better he ſhould ſacrifice in ſuch a 


Cauſe the little Remainder of his Life; than at- 
tempt to preſerve it by a Conduct, which might 


leave the leaſt Room even for Envy and Preju- 


dice to ſuggeſt, that the Regard to Religion — 
the Publick, Which he had ſo remarkably pro- 
feſſed on all Occaſions, was not ſtrong enough to 
lead him to face Danger and Death, which Na- 
tural Brayery itſelf had in early Youth taught 


him to deſpiſe. He had long ſince felt the ge- 
nulne F ore of Hongur 9 by Piety; and

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and Liberties of his Country; or might have

conſequently, had too juſt a Zeal for his King 
and _ to bear the Thought of Geberang 
the Truſt committed to him in ſuch an important 
Moment; too warm a Love for the Proteſtant 
Religion, not to rejoice in a Call of Providence 
to bleed in its Defence. And therefore, that he 
might make the laſt and utmoſt Oppoſition in his

ſition, he loved not his Life unto the Death (Y. 
And in this View his Death was Martyrdom, and 
has, I doubt not, received' the Applauſes and 
Rewards of it: For what is Martyrdom, but vo- 
luntarily to meet Death, for the Honour of Gop, 
and the Teſtimony of a good Conſcience? f 
And if it be indeed true, as it is reported on 
very conſiderable Authority, that before he expi- 
red He had an Interview with the Leader of the 
oppoſite Party, and declared in his Preſence the 
full Aſſurance he had of an immortal Crown, 
„ whichhe was going to receive, it is a Cir- 
cumſtance worthy of being had in everlaſting Re- 
membrance: As in that Caſe, Providence mi 
ſeem wonderfully to have united Two ſeemingly 
inconſiſtent Circumſtances, in the Manner of his 
dying; the Alternative of either of which he has 
ſpoken of in my Hearing, as what with humble 
Submiſſion to the great Lord of Liſe He could 
moſt earneſtly wiſn: That if he were not called 
directly to die for the Trutb, which he right 
ly judged the moſt glorious and happy Lot of 
Mortality, “ he might either fall in the Field of 
++ Battle, fighting in Defence of the Religion 
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e an Opportunity ofepreſing bis Hopes and Joys,
